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EXPLANATION. 



About the year 1633 two persons, by tlui same uamfi, viz. " Jorm 
PiCKKKiN,"* came to this country from Kngland. in all i^ro)»ahility 
they were cousins. One of them seitlml in Ipswich, Ma.ss. From iiim 
have descended the Pickerings of Sah/m and vicinity, among wliom 
were tlie late Col. Timothy Tickering of Kcvohitionary fame, of liiat 
city, and his sou, the late lion. John IMcki^iing of Hoston. The other 
"John Pickeriu" settled at "Strawberry IJank," subsequently teruied 
Portsmouth, of the State of New llanii>.shire. 

The accompanying Genealogy is of him and some of his descendants. 
To obtain a full account of all of them woukl bo an impossible ta.sk, 
as traces of many are lost. Still in regai-d to others, data not obtained 
by the compiler, may be hereafter readily procured ami added, especi- 
ally of the Pickerings of Greenland, Newmarket, and other towns 
adjacent to Newington and Poilsmouth, N.II. 

Constant professional duties have gnuitly interfered with his at- 
temi)ts to i-euder this Genealogy more extensive. It is believed, liow- 
ever, that it is sutficiently deiinite as to the trunk and main and many 
auxiliary branches of the New Hampshire " Pickc^ring Tree," to enable 
most i)ersons, now living of the race, to trace their lineage. That 
some errors may exist in it, is i»ossib!e, for it is rare for any genealogy 
to be perfect, even when prepared by one of the innuediate members 
of tlie family repi^sented by it. 

Many true and distinguished men and accomplished women now 
living, can claim "John Pickcrin " as an ancestor worthy of them. 

In the following pages two columns of numbers arc placed in the 
left margin of each; the right-hand colunm conunencing with "1," oi>- 
posite the first name of the genealogy. 

A number of the left column, opposite any number of the right 
column, refers the reader to that nund)er where other information 
'maybe found. If it be less than the number in the right culuiun, 
against which it stands, it will refer b:uk to the panmtagcj of the in- 
dividual; if it be greater, it will refer forward to his marriage and 
distinct family.

JOHN PICKERIN* d. Jaii. IS, ICOO. Ilia will is ilateil Nov. 
11, 1068. He went to Portsinoulh (tlioii StriiwlxMry Uiiiik), 
N.H., as early as lOJW, from iMii.ssacliiisi5tl.s, coiuiiii^ orii-iuaHy 
from England. He ai)i>ears to have Ih»c'u a man of good busi- 
ness capacity. He was one, who in 1(» 10, gave r>() acres of glolxi 
laud for the ministry. He had several grants of land frum the 
town, besides his South Mill privileges, wIkmc he ei*ected a mill. 
He was buried in the Point of (i raves Cemetery. Tart of his 
estate was entailed. A portion situated on (ireat liay in 
Newington, some 000 acres in extent, was taken by his sou 
Thomas. In 1802, 170 acies of it was ocenpied by James C. 
Pickering, who was born thereon in 1771. Tt doseended in 
regular line to him, there never having bet^n a de(^d of the huid 
made since the original grantiof it to **.Iohn IMekerin" in 
1655. In Portsmouth, John lMekerin*s estate eovered the Point 
of Graves Cemetery and exten<led over tiie site of the South 
Church to the mill bridge, taking in the whole shore fi^om the 
Cemetery to near the site of the Universalist Church.

"In Newingtou, Thursday moiniii;^,. J micrJi), l.sTiJ, Kichard 
Pickermg, Esq., after a lon;^ lite spi'iit on 11m; old homestead 
in Newington, about one decade haviiig Wen addetl to the 
allotted term of mortal ex is ten ee. Although not free from 
the infirmities common to the lot; of humanity, he Avas a man 
of more. than ordinary iiiUdlectual abilities. Having entered 
Harvard University at a very early age, ^ith tlie legal pro- 
fession in view, he graduated uith usual honors, but never 
to any extent practised the profession for which he seemed 
to have been by nature and diligent ^tudy especially adapttnl. 
On one occasion lie conducted an important suit for liim- 
self, in which he was entirely successful. He was for 
many yeai*s a contributor to the PortuMoutU Journal over the 
signature of "Publins," a forcible, ready writer on "con-- 
stitutional lilxjrty,** and other topics of |>olitieal interest. 
He attacked President i*olk's athniuistration, vigorously oj^)- 
posiug his ix>licy iik regard to the ^Icxican war, and tlang(.'rous 
tendencies to governmental consolidation. An uncomi»ro- 
misiug foe to shivery, he loudly demanded the e\[»urgation 
of the foul blot from Uie federal constitution, and its aboli- 
tion by constitutional amendment ; argued vigoi'ously against 
the admission of Texas into the Union as dangerous to our 
amicable relations with ^lexieo; which danger was soon 
realized by the war which followed, lie held that the con- 
stitution was the Palhulium of our teini>oral liberty, as the 
Bible was the chart of our eternal salvation ; and battled 
"witli Uomish Priests when first they demanded the exptdsion 
of this book from our public schools. With great distinct- 
ness he pointed out tlie true relations of capital and labor, 
vindicating their respective rights in a nnuiner unselfish and 
impartiah Nearly forty years ago he publicly denoimeed 
the sub-Treasury scheme, jealously ilenying to the Kxecutive 
the keys of the national treasury, the custotly of which the 
people had wisely prcdetermineil to retain in their own hands. 
Toward the close of his life he became aware that lio must 
soon pass into the vale beyond ; but he expressed no other 
i-egret than the natural nnpleasantutjss of leaving associations 
long held dear, for the untried and unknown.*'
